Smokers Who Quit Reduce 
Concer Risk, Study Reveals 


ATLANTIC CITY. N. J., June 
6 Lf) — Give up cigarets, and you 
probably cut your risk of getting 
lung cancer, the American Cancer 
Society’s top statisticians declared 
today. 
This is indicated by the latest 
figures in the society’s study of 
about 190.000 men and their smok­ 
ing habits, said Drs. E. Cuyler 
Hammond and Daniel Horn. 
Hammond said it appears “ Thc 
death rate from lung cancer goes 
up the more persons smoke, and 
goes down as they quit the habit.” 
He told a news conference he 
and Horn were surprised to find. 
so soon in the study, evidence that 
quitting reduces the death rate 
from cancer. 
In another year, “it appears we 
will have enough data to dem­ 
onstrate this conclusively. We may 
have enough right now,” he said. 
The study embraced many per­ 
sons who had quit smoking at the 
time first interviewed. Some had 
not smoked for years, some had 
just quit. And some of the deaths 
among 
ex-smokers 
apparently 
were in men who had just quit, 
perhaps because they already had 
symptons of lung cancer, statisti­ 
cians said. 
Among some 25,000 ex-smokers, 
the lung cancer death rate in the 
last three years was only half as 
high as among men who kept smok-l 
mg cigarets, they find. The death 
rate among the ex-smokers still 
was 14 times higher, though, than 
a m o n g 
men 
who had never 
smoked. 
“It seems probable that even aft­ 
er 
years 
of 
regular 
cigarets 
smoking, giving up the habit may 


result in a reduction in the risk 
of developing lung cancer,” Drs. 
Hammond and Horn told thc Amer­ 
ican Medical Assn. 
But they declared more cases 
are needed and must be studied 
before it can be said to be “ proven 
beyond 
reasonable 
doubt” 
that 
quitting reduces the chances of de­ 
veloping cancer. 
The 
Hammond-Horn* report a 
year ago covered 20 months and 
about 5.000 deaths. Today’s report 
covers 32 months and more than 
8,000 deaths. 
A spokesman for the tobacco in­ 
dustry declared the ACS study does 
not “establish any cause and ef­ 
fect 
relationship” 
between 
cig­ 
arets and lung cancer, and said 
the statistical study ignored many 
factors which may affect disease 
and longevity. 
Main findings of the ACS study: 
Lung cancer is rare among men 
who never smoked, and the death 
rate from lung cancer increase* 
with the amount of cigarets smok­ 
ed. Even these smoking less than 
id cigarets daily run an appreci­ 
able risk of lung cancer. 
There is evidence now that pip© 
smoking “appears to be associated 
with lung cancer,” but to a much 
lesser degree than cigarets. 
As for cigars, no significant as­ 
sociation has been detected.

Many Suggestions

Sections of the Great Plains and the Southwest, 
which suffered from severe drought for many months, 
received dubious benefit from recent rainfall verging 
on cloudbursts in many areas. Arid days appear to 
have again set in. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson, in an attem pt 
to find ways in which the federal government might 
aid, took a motor trip through the drought-stricken 
•tates several weeks ago. The secretary has made no 
recommendations. 
Many suggestions were offered Mr. Benson, rang­ 
ing from doing nothing to sending an army of rain­ 
makers to the affected areas. Some farm ers wanted 
an extension of credit to develop ground w ater re­ 
sources, while others felt those who misused their 
land should be denied federal farm program benefits. 
The most bitter complaint was directed at the 
“suitcase farm er,” a derisive term tagged on land 
apeculators from cities who buy up acreage from dis­ 
tressed farmers and hold it for speculative farm ing 
operations. Some farm ers contended such land is 
often poorly taken care of and aggrevates wind 
erosion problems. 
Another prime cause of drought and dust storm 
conditions is the plowing up of grass lands. Ironic­ 
ally, the government must accept a large share of 
responsibility for this plowup because of its wheat 
encouragement program during World War II. 
Government authorities have tried innum erable 
times to change or control mother nature, with 
notable lack of success. W hether Secretary Benson 


will be able to develop a workable plan rem ains to 
be disclosed, but he should have gained com petent 
knowledge of the cause and effect of droughts. 
In the meantime, in the drought country, farm ers 
acan the skies hopefully for signs of new ram s.

Portugal or Spain? Of course hot! Only the Yanks have 
bases all over the world. 
That proves that the Yanks 
want w ar and I won t fight for the Yanks. Not m e! 


“ The Russians in IMS were the most powerful 
people on earth. 
Did they take Germany. France. 
Holland. Belgium? Of course not! They stopped and 
let every country run itnelf. What did the Yanks do? 
They organised NATO. They or*soiled for war. th a ts 
what they did. 


“ In 1945, the Russians could have taken England and 
Oley could have taken America. 
Did they? 
Not they. 
They tried for peace. They tried to find a way to peace. 
Only the Yanks kept them down because Wall Street wants 
to own the world.” 
Most of the listeners gave this fellow blow for blow. 
It was a quiet argum ent, apparently not to w ake the 
neighbors, but a very heated one. 
However, so over­ 
powering is the desire for peace that I could feel that this 
fellow was making some headway, particularly am ong the 
women. There can be no question but that these people. 
who live rn a section that had been bombed, fear w ar m ore 
than any American can understand. The Com m unist said 
that he had fought in Korea and was a fool for doing the 
Yanks* job for them. 
His parting shot w as: 
“ I have statistics to prove that the amount of aid the 
Yanks gave the Russians is next to nothing, less than one 
per cent of what it cost the Russians to free Europe from 
the Nazi m enace.” 


Of course, these arguments did not count for much 
In the final results, but it is of some importance to 
note the line. .My inquiries showed that It is this line 
which is being followed In all rirrtrs, a definite anti- 
American propaganda designed to convince Europeans 
and Asiatics that the Coiled States alone Is the enemy 
of peace, that all the world would have price were it 
not for American efforts to make war.

painted as an American war machine designed to 
enslave Western Europe.

We, in this country, do not come across this line of 
argum ent and if we did, we could answer it. 
In G reat 
Britain I found no effective presentation of the A m erican 
point of view either by official Americans or by the news 
which is sent from this country. 
This is not said in 
criticism of individuals but rather of a point of view that 
people are more interested in exciting news than in 
explanatory background. 
The truth is that they 
are 
interested in both and the British workingman has had a 
long history of listening to talks on economics, history 
and government. 


borne 3d years ago, the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Shanghai protested to news agencies that 
the news coming into China and published in the 
local newspapers misrepresented the fnited States, 
giving the impression that we are all gangsters and 
savages. 
The same can be said today about the 
presentation of the Cnited States to Great Britain, 
with rare and notable exceptions. What comes over 
to the masses of the British people are juvenile de­ 
linquency, misbehavior by Hollywood stars and some 
political and economic data not too well stated. The 
“clast” newspapers and weeklies, particularly The 
Economist, do better. We get a fuller presentation of 
the British point of view in this country. 


I have been told that cable tolls have much to do 
with this. 
They are not only costly but the export of 
dollars is very limited and therefore British publications 
cannot afford long cabled accounts. This is as m uch an 
American as a British problem. It is not so much propa­ 
ganda that is needed as full political coverage such as 
used to be sent by that great correspondent.

one. took up the cudgels the other 
day when he said he “ didn t think 
it required any special clairvoy­ 
ance to estim ate the demand for 
vaccine, the supply, and the haz­ 
ards of production.” 
Yet the truth is that the blam e 
really rests far less on Mrs. Hobby 
than on a m ysterious polio virus, 
which for reasons yet unexplained 
refused to die when it should have 
died. 
Stevenson to the contrary. 
it would have required clairvoy­ 
ance of a rem arkably high order 
to foresee this particular hazard. 
Criticised Bv H indsight 
The facts are simple enough On 
April 12, the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis announced 
the success of the field tests of 
the Salk vaccine. 
On the sam e 
day, Mrs. Hobby licensed six m an­ 
ufacturers to distribute the vac­ 
cine, and the polio foundation went 
ahead with its free vaccination pro­ 
gram for all first and second grade 
children. 
Mrs. Hobby has been much cri­ 
ticized bv hindsight for “ not hav­ 
ing a distribution plan ready.” 
In 
fact, a distribution plan was ready 
—the polio foundation s program 
for vaccinating first and second 
graders, which is still incomplete, 
and which will use all available 
vaccine until it is complete. 
It 
never occurred to anyone in Mrs, 
Hobby’s departm ent to move in 
and take over the foundation's pro­ 
gram . simply because there was 
no visible need whatsoever for do­ 
ing so. 
What, then, really went wrong’’ 
What went wrong was that virus 
that refused to die On April 27, the 
surg<x>n general. Dr. Scheele. re­ 
ceived reports of six cases of po­ 
lio among children who had receiv­ 
ed vaccine from the Cutter Labor­ 
atories in California. The polio had 
apparently resulted from live virus 
in the vaccine. Dr. Scheele imme­ 
diately asked Cutter to withdraw 
all Its vaccine. 
, 
Tricky Business 
The 
scientists 
of 
the 
Public 
Health Service then descended on 
the Cutter Laboratories to try to 
determ ine why the virus had not 
died. And even now, they do not 
really know for certain. 


Making th* Salk vaccin* is A 
tricky business. To put it la tho 
simplest 
and 
m ost 
unscientific 
term s, 
the vaccine 
has 
be 
bo 
strong but not too strong. It m ust 
be treated with form aldehyde for 
a certain length of tim e in order 
to make sure that no killing polio 
virus rem ains. But it cannot be 
immersed too long, o r the immun­ 
izing effect is lost. 
A standard operating procedure 
—the best the scientists of the Pub­ 
lic Health Service could form ulate 
at the tim e—for achieving this life­ 
anddeath balance, had been laid 
down for all six laboratories, in­ 
cluding the Cutter Laboratories. 
And even now, the scientists have 
been unable to determ ine why th* 
polio virus survived in the Cutter 
vaccine. It should have died. 
It was the tragic incident of th* 
Cutter 
vaccine 
that 
threw 
th* 
while polio program into turm oil. 
H ie stubborn virus has also rom * 
rather close to destroying the repu* 
tat ion of the able M rs. Hobby. 
The stubborn virus is not th* 
whole story, of coarse. The polk* 
foundation is dependent on public 
contributions, and it has the usual 
public relations setup of such foun­ 
dations. 
Thus the suc«ess of th* 
Salk vaccine was announced with 
the maximum of ballyhoo (some­ 
thing Mrs. Hobby had no control 
overt 
and 
the 
im pression 
got 
aboard that the scourge of polio 
had 
been 
conquered 
com pletely 
overnight. In fact, of course, th* 
vaccine is only partially effective, 
and 
supplies 
were 
unavoidably 
unlimited. 


Poorly H andled 
The press relations of Mrs. Hob- 
by s departm ent are 
also even 
more stupidly handled than m ost, 
and Mrs. Hobby’s famous state­ 
ment that “ no one could have fore­ 
seen” the demand for the vaccin* 
was no help. Perhaps the worst 
fault of all was the failure to ex­ 
plain, simply and understandably, 
that using the vaccine could in 
rare cases be dangerous — which 
is still true—but that on balant-* 
its use vastly increases a child * 
chance of avoiding 
the 
terrible 
disease. 
Any 
such 
admission 
it 
wa* 
thought, would scare the living 
daylights 
out of 
the 
American 
people, and thus destroy the value 
of the life-saving Salk 
vaccine. 
Yet in fairness it is hard to under­ 
stand how Mrs. Hobby, clairvoyant 
or not, could have foreseen what 
some of the best scientists in th* 
country did not foresee—and can­ 
not wholly undedstand, even novf 
that it has happened
